DREADFUL FIRE IN NEW-BRUNSWICK. 

The Eastport Sentinel gives the particulars of a 
most destructive fre which had visited Fredericton, 
Chatham, Miramichi, and several other places, 
sweepiug in its course stores, houses, cattle, and in 
| some instances homan beings. It appears that nine- 
| ty-eight buildings were destroyed at Fredericton , 
the loss sustained it is calculated exceeds $120,000. 
The Governor of New-Brunswick had given to the 
sufferers £290, and the people of St. Jobo contribut- 
ed £1250. No haman lives were lost at Frederic- 
ton. 

A letter fram Chatham, dated on the 10th, states 
that the fire broke out in the woods m the N.W. 
Branch, and aided by a heavy gale, burnt all before 
it in the N. W. settlements. The towns of Newcas- 
tle and Douglass were destroved, with the exception 
of about 20 houses. The back settlements were also 
all destroyed. In Chatham there were about 400 


suftering for foed and clothing. The namber of lives 
lost had not beew ascertaiued Wiid beasts from 
the woods had been found dead upon the sea shore, 
and thousands of dead Gish were floating in the wa- 
ter. Many people were compelled to jomp into the 
water to escape the flames, and several were drown- 
ed. The fire ran over an extent of one hondred miles 
in length and forty ia breadth. The letter concludes 
by stating that there are +: the whole not less than 
1500 persons in waat of shelier, food and clothing.

Bark of the Chesnut.—It has been known 
for some years, in this country, that the 
bark of this tree, and indeed the wood it- 
self, abounded in tanning matter, and an 
instrument has been invented for reducing 
‘it to a state convenient for use in this art. 

The Annales de [Industrie Nationale, 
give the annexed account of this and other 
qualities of this product of the chesnut. 

It contains twice as much tanning matter 
as oak bark, and nearly twice as much co- 
louring matter as logwood. The colouring 
substance of chesnut bark is that of cam- 
peachy logwood exactly as 1.857 to 1. 
Leather prepared with this substance 18  pefore hee 
more firm and solid, and yet more supple. _ Individual "age 
This bark is the best substance for making  seriber# 
ink ; mixed with iron it becomes a bluish, Notice 
black. The liquor drawn from this bark aii 
appears blue at the outside, like indigo, but 
it gives, on paper, the finest black. In 
dying it has a greater affinity for wool than 
sumach, and in other respects it differs very 
' little from sumac and. gall-nuts. The co-
